iiained his loyal friend and supporter. 
Hf later supported Senator 
Si|^ey as governor and as candidate. 
Jor- senator, with the same degree of 
ithusiasm. and iideUty, there being a 
ight kin^p between Stanley and 
'xfrs. Walton, who was a Mis.s Owsley. 

^ol. Walton sold the State Journal 
to a company headed by Beckham, and 
after a short experience as editor of 
th<l Ltexington Gazette, and the Climax 
here, retired from active newspaper 
work, devoting his last few years to 
oil and other investments. He served 
at 'the head of several Donjocratic 
campaigns as publicity manager anil 
other ways cimstantly kept in touch 
his profe8sion,,by ail of Uieonem- 
si5 of which he was iso illdversally 
.,ra«ei?ed and beloved.
